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Reasons for Allowance 



The amendments to the claims filed on 11/10/1 1 have clarified the subject matter 
sought by the applicant. In light of the amended subject matter and reconsideration of 
the disclosure of the applicant, the 35 USC 112 rejection due to a non-enabling 
disclosure has been obviated. The Specification adequately supports the claims and 
provides specific example materials. 

Upon reconsideration of the cited prior art, none of the art discloses or suggests 
both "a sealing layer being formed from a lacquer layer, the lacquer layer being one that 
can be applied by at least one of printing, scattering, sprinkling and spraying" and 
"wherein a length expansion coefficient of the sealing layer differs from a length 
expansion coefficient of the film element by not more than 1 0% and/or a modulus of 
elasticity of the sealing layer differs from a modulus of elasticity of the film element by 
not more than 10%" (Claim 1). Claim 14 contains substantially identical language that is 
also not met by the prior art for similar reasons. 

Moreau discloses many features of the invention, including that the sealing 
lacquer layer may be formed of PET, and Cote teaches providing a lacquer layer via a 
sprinkling/spraying operation ("coating") and further that it PET may be a suitable 
substance for the lacquer layer. The applicant subsequently pointed out, however, that 
in Cote the PET was not directly linked to a coating operation and rather was a material 
intended to be used in the other embodiment such as a film layer. A declaration under 
37 CFR 1 .1 32 was filed (1 2/02/1 0) which convincingly states that PET is an 
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inappropriate material for a one of printing, scattering, sprinkling, or spraying operations. 
This declaration, along with the ambiguity of PET as a material in Cote, with no explicit 
recitation of PET as a coating, lead to a determination that Cote does not disclose PET 
as a coating, but only as a film layer. Thus, the properties (modulus of elasticity and/or 
length expansion coefficient) of the lacquer layer and sealing layer are not the same 
(both comprising the same material and thus being no more than 10% different in those 
respects). 

The applicant also successfully argued that the values relied upon for length 
expansion coefficient and modulus of elasticity were for films, NPL (02/14/1 1) and 
providing the lacquer layer as a coating (via printing, scattering, sprinkling, or spraying) 
would result in different properties of the substance, namely, "in order to print, scatter, 
sprinkle or spray these materials as a lacquer, the materials need to be mixed with other 
components such as solvents, additives, catalysts and/or hardeners" (Remarks, 
05/1 6/1 1 ). Thus, disclosures of Moreau and Cote, alone or in combination, do not 
disclose or teach providing the lacquer layer as a coating, and further, specific 
properties of the coating in relation to the sealing layer.
